The wearied old man, whom this denial must 

have sorely grieved, and who had long brave- | 
ly and patiently struggled to supply the wants 

of his family, soon atter died, Amid his con- 

flicts, his labors, his achievements, his honor, 

that refusal was remembered by Johnston 

with the decpest anguish. Fifty years after | 
that act of disobedience, when the illustrious | 
doctor himself, was aged and weary, he re- 
visited the scenes of his early life. ‘I went,’ | 
he tells us, “into the market at the time of 
business, uncovered my head and stood with | 
it bare for an hour, on the spot where my 

father’s stall used to stand.”— 

“Tho picture, ” remarks Carlyle, “ of Dr. | 
Johnston standing barcheaded in the market, | 
isone of the saddest and grandest we can 

paint. Repentance! repentance! “he pro- 
claims with passionate sobs:—but only to | 
the ear of Heaven, if Heaven will give bim | 
audience; the earthly car and heart that | 
should have heard it are now responsive for 

ever.” |

WRECK OF THE JOHN RUTLEDGE. 
| ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS—PRODABLE LOS! 
| OF ONE HUNDRED AND FORTY-FIVE LIV 

We published yesterday a brief account 
| of the loss of the ship John Rutledge, ob- 
tained from a sailor picked up on the At- 
lantic by the ship Germania. We hayeto 
present this morning some additional par- 
ticulars of interest. 

There were on board the 2utledge, at the 
time she struck the iceberg, 144 souls. ‘Two 
had been lost overboard previous to that 
time. So far as we know, but one of that 
large number now survives. All but him 
have no doubt ere this met with a terrible 
death. Tho calamity is appalling. And 
the feeling of horror which its details awak- 
/en, is rendered more intense by the cer- 
tainty that now exists, that at least one oth- 
er noble ship has met a similar fate, with 
not one, in all probability, left to reveal her 
sad story to hundreds of anxious hearts. 

We subjoin a’statement made by Thos. 
W. Nye, the rescued sailor. The narrator 
is very low, and was much fatigued by the 
effort. A sailor before the mast cannot 
know many things of interest in connection 
with an event of this character, and yet the 
statement of Mr. Nye is full, concise and 
intelligent. _ 

STATEMENT OF THOMAS W. NYE 

Tho ship John Rutledge, Capt. Alexander 
Kelly, sailed from Liverpool on the 16th of 
January for New York. She was loaded 
quite deep, and had on board an assorted 


She also had 120 passengersin the steerage. 
The officers and crow numbered 26 men. 
The name of the first mate was Atkison, 
and he was from Philadelphia. 

We cncountered tho most tempestuous 
weather, and lost aman fiom the ji -boom. 
We also lost a passenger, who was washed 
overboard by asea.

This doctrine of “implied renunciation ” is 
no less original than the international the- 
ories lately exponded, by the sama authori- 
ties, with regard to the Cuba and Denmark. 
The island of Ruatan and tho adjoining is- 
lands now form a distinct British colony ; 
and, although they are not once mentioned 
in the treaty of 1850, itis assumed tha

This picture deserves a place beside Lord 
| Cardigan’s brilliant description of the Light | 
Cavalry Charge of Balakiava. 

The brave zeal of the Karzian populace 
is affectingly illustrated -— 

“In the great assault on the 20th of Sep., 
every shopkeeper, tailor, shoemaker, and 
saddler in the place issued out armed with 
muskets and guns, and fired into the re- 
treating soldiery. The very women brought 
us ammunition in their aprons, and assisted 
us in every way, crying out, ‘We pray 
for you; * We will he pyou;’ May God} 
sharpen yous swords. Some of these de- 
yoted women, I regret to say, fell, but they 
fell gloriously, like true heroines!” 7 

The sufferings of the Turkish soldiers 
from starvation were dreadfull. Many 
dropped down at their posts from sheer 
hunger and exhaustion; but their public 
spirit was beyond all praise. In those ter- 
| rible days of death, when scanty provisions 
for only three days were laid up in the fort, | 
there was not one instance of even a bis- 
cuit being stolen, 

It was a cold snowy morning when Gen- 
eral Williams left his hungry, yet staunch 
and mortified army to offer terms of capit- 
ulation to Ceneral Mouravieff. The Eng- 
lish General insisted upon certain terms of 
capitulation, the concession of which, on 
the part of General Mourvieff, was absolute- 
ly essential to the surrender of the place 
in its entirety. ‘Had these been refused he 
was prepared to destroy every gun and tro- 
phy and leave the place a heap of ruins. 
According to Dr, Sandwith, the reply of the 
Russian commander was most chivalrots. 

“ General Williams,” he is reported to 
have said, “you have won for yourself a 
name in history; prosperity will stand 
amazed at the courage endurance, and by 
the lofty qualities exhibted by you in this 
siege —Yourself and your troops are coy- 
ered with glory. Ihave no wish to out- 
rage humanity by anything unbecoming 
me asa general, and the terms you ask 1 
accede to. 

Nothing then remained for the wretched 
Turks but to lay down their arms, and 
to defile before the magnificent array of 
Ruasian soldiers, the deepest grief bowing 
down the stern endurance of the famished 
defenders of the place, the woman wailing 
from the housetops, and the Englishman’s 
heart burning with mortification at the 
gross mismanagement that had brought 
a devoted army to that woeful plight.

Men who dislike lending at 
a small per centage, are often too timorous 
to embark all their capital in business, 
while they have no objection to invest a

counteracts the effects of usury in keeping 
money idle—it stimulates business, al as- 
sociates the capital Of the rich with indus- 
try and enterprise. Usury, on the contra- 
ry, is the bane of credit; it absorbs the
